4.—New York 
bonded warehouses, jammed to 
ca with imports roughly 
valued at $70,000,000, began today 
to disgorge themselves as importers 
released their products under the re- 
duced rates of the new tariff law.

BOSTON (Mass.) Oct. 4.—Con- 
gressman August P. Gardner, who had 
before repudiated the State commit- 


ytee, declared at the end of a sharp 


fight in the Republican State conven- 
tion today that he would run for Gov- 
ernor on a platform of his own. He 
would fulfill, he said, his promises to 
the 40,000 people who choose him at 
the primaries, despite his obligation 
to the party as represented the ma- 
jority of delegates present. 

This new turn in the political situ- 
ation followed the defeat of four suc- 
cessive attempts to amiend the resolu- 
tions so as to make the platform 
square with his assertions on the 
stump. 

When the fight was ended, Gardner 
figurativély tore up his prepared 
speech of acceptance and substituted 
« three-minute talk on “Progressive 
Republicanism.” 


u 

“Il am not unmindful,” he said, “of 
the duty which I owe to the other 
candidates, or the duty I owe to this 
convention, but there are committed 
from this platform four of the prin- 
cipal issues upon which I have been 
waging my campaign. Now I know 
that my duty to the other candidates 
conflicts with my duty to the 46,000 
or whatever the number was, who 
aominated me. I went throughout 
the length and breadth of this com- 
monwealth, and I advocated the real 
restriction of tmmigration. I advo- 
cated a minimum wage for women, ] 
advocated the use of the State credit 
to assist suburban homeseekers, and

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DANIEL TURNER PASSES. 
Half-Breed Indian, Who Was One 
Hundred and Seven Years Old, Dies 
at Soldiers’ Home. 
SANTA MONICA, Oct. 4.—Daniel 
Turner, oldest resident of this sec- 
tion, a half-breed Indian, who trapped 
beaver on the Sacramento River long 
before Fremont made his expedition 
ef exploration in California, died at 
the Soldiers’ Home last night. Turner 
counted himself 107 years of age, but 
records at the home say he was 33 
years of age. He was probably the 
last survivor of the battle of New 
Orleans in 1812, firing a gun at the 
enemy behind breastworks while his 
father held the weapon for him. 
For twenty years Turner had made 
his home in this city, having a resi- 
dence at the corner of Lake and’ Hill 
streets. His mental faculties were un- 
usually active in his last days. Last 
Monday he became ill and went to 
the Soldiers’ Home for treatment. He 
will be buried in Sunnyside Cemetery. 
Turner was born on a farm near 
Macon, Ga., in 1805. His fathé? was 
a Cherokee Indian, his mother a 
Creek. His father was on Gen. Jack- 
son's etaf! in the war against the 
English in 1812. He ran away from 
home in New Orleans and joined his 
father at the front, the little Indian 
boy being given a loaded gun and 
placed behind the breastworks. 
His recollections of the year when 
he came to California were vague, 
but he thought to the last that it 
was during the Bpanish occupation. 
He established a teepee on the Lower 
Sacramento River, where he trapped 
and hunted for a living long before 
the gold rush, the pueblo of Sacra, 
mento consisting merely of a collec- 
tion of adobe houses at that time. 
When Gen. Fremont appeared on 
the Coast; Turner went north to join 
his expedition, meeting him at Jack-” 
sonvilie, Or. He visited Southern Ca!l- 
ifornia with Fremont, and years after 
enlisted in Capt. Barcelou’s company 
of light artillery, stationed at San 
Francisco, serving one year, then re- 
enlisting in Battery H, Second Cali- 
fornia Heavy Artillery, serving five 
years in the Civil War.

The increase in price has made 
money for nobody; not for the farmers, who 
have only one steer to market where for- 
merly they had half a dozen: not for the 
railroads, which have so much Jess freight 


dollar-beef famine strikes us,

pasture and stock feed. The slaughter of 
heifer calves must cease. We protect our 
wild animal life in the mountains and for- 
ests; why not our domestic cattle on the 
ranch and the farm? 

A campaign of education, and co-opera- 
tion among the small cattlemen—such as 
Wwe already have among our citrus-fruit 
srowers—will help to restock many parts 
of the coun at present almost void . of 
animal life. and development 
are already opening up much new territory 
in the West, and fresh opportunities for 
making new cattle ranges out of the so- 
called desert are being constantly offered 
to ambitious workers. But these efforts 
will prove abortive unless by restrictive 
legislation or a system of bounties we pre- 
vent the wholesale slaughter of young ani- 
mal life. This is the only effective plan 
for making the increase in live stoc® in 
any way proportionate to the increase in 
population. 

Napoleon once said that he cared little 
for foreign armies so long as the people in 
Paris had plenty to eat. A meat famine 
would be a nationa) disaster. 
a- fruitful 
sional agitators would seize upon it as « 
pretext for stirring up strife. They would 
divide the population into two parts, the 
meat-eating classes and the cereal-starved 
masses. They would misrepresent the con- 
ditions and blame “big business” and 
“predatory wealth.” And of course “preda- 
tory wealth” would have no more to do 
with it than a Sahara sandstorm has to 
do with affecting the formation of icebergs. 

“Big business” wants to see our meat 
supply made adequate to the needs of the 
people, just as earnestly as do the people 
themselves. It is socalled big business 
tion to haunting possibility of dollar 
beef. 

If we killed off 75 per cent. of our chil- 
dren before adolescence, we should quickly 
depopulate the world. Yet this is how we 
are treating our lambs and heifers. We 
spend millions to decrease infant mortal- 
ity and wastefully slaughter the supplies on 
whieh these saved children must depend 


Every “heifer calf killed today means 
thousands of pounds less beef for the chil- 
dren we are so carefully rearing. One dish 
of tender veal cutlets jgdulged in today 
means thousands of pounds of beef cut off 
from the tables of our children when they 
attain maturity. Do we love them well 
enough to protect thelr meat supply? 

Uniess we wish the American people to 
become a siothful, inert race of orientalis, 
subsisting on rice and noodles—and using 
opium to satisfy the craving produced by a 
deficiency of good meat stimulant in the 
bleod——we must put a stop to the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter of heifers young ani- 
mals, and use them for restocking the 
ranges—to supply the future brain and 
brawn necessary for the preservation of 
any dominant worid-power. |

An ordinance that would prohibit the 
holding of the semi-annual fashion shows, 
now so popular in this city, will be intro- 
duced at the Council tomorrow.

There 
was no shadow of a doubt as to ita 
meaning. “At once” can be construed 
to me&n but one thing—immediately, 
now. 

On interviewing the Consul-Gener- 
al in Mexico City, he was very in- 
alstent thet the order be obeyed.” “De 
not stop to disposy «f anything,” he 
urged, “but go home and pack up 
your clothes and tf possible go to- 
geht, do not’ wait until tomorrow.” 
In Mexico, the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation for the past three 
years hag been, and for that matter 
still is, “intervention by the United 
States.” Naturally, when this warn- 
ing came for everybody to “beat it” 
at once, we could think only one 
thing—intervention, at last. 


The men, as a rule, gave little heed 
to the warning as far as themselves 
were concerned, but feared for the 
women, whom we all admit might 
fare badly were intervention actually 
to come. Consequently many women 
and children were packed up within 
a few hoprs, and hustled to Vera 
Cruz or Manzanillo. Some of them 
are still there, paying the exorbi- 
tant prices charged by the hotels 
(boosted out of all reason on account 
of the influx of Americans;) others 
left on the first Ward liner for the 
States, and others, tiring of the wn- 
bearable heat of the tropics in mid- 
summer, the unspeakable food served 
in the port cities, the inferior ac- 

tions at the hotels, and the 
outrageous prices charged, returned 
within a week or so to Mexico City, 
where they are again in their own 
homes emd enjoying life after their 
mad escape—from what? 

Some of the business men of th 
capital, frightened by the per-emptory 
order, gave up splendid positions, pay- 
ing them from $100 to $225 gold a 
month, and obeyed the “blind” call 
of the United States. They are w

to be back tn Mexico. And if they 
had their rights the government of 
the United States should tbe made to 
pay their way back, and the salaries 
for the time they have been gone 


And, as a fitting climax, our gov- 
ernment offered third-class passage 
to those desiring to return to the 
States. Imagine! Third-class passage 
for decent, respectable American 
citizens. The Mexican government of- 
fered to’ make up the difference be- 
tween third and first-class pa 
for the Americans desiring to go, In 
order that they “might travel tn the 
comfort to which they are accus- 
tomed.” A slap in jhe face? Well, 
rather! 

And still we are all asking each 
other, why? 

Is the United States trying to evade 
its moral responsibility? Are the 
Unfted States authorities trying to’ 
get all the Americans out of Mexico 
so that there will be leas risk of 
anything happening which might 
to a .ecause for tntervention? 
Do Ahink that it is an easy 
ma thousands of peo- 
yréstablished in this country 
for twenty odd years, to give up their 
work, their business, their homes, 
their all, to obey an absurd call 
the President of the United States to 
return? 
Is not this order to return rather 
“previous?” 

Would it mot have been better to 
offer some little explanation as to 
why he wanted us all to go back? 

Many of us, including the writer, 
have lived in Mexico for years, and 
have enjoyed the hospitality of this 


jeunny lend and its people, and are 
jearning for ourselves a much better 


livelihood than we could, under the 
same circumstances, and with the 
same qualifications, earn in the 
Tnited States. The writer, for 
stance, was never able to earn more 
than $75 in the United States per 
month, as a stenographer, while here 
in Mexico City, for mach easier work 
and shorter hours, she ts paid $125 
gold.

But temper your envy With discre- 
tion. Look for the flaw in the paint- 
er’s crystal of content, the wasp in 
his honey, the tacks in his tire. You 
will find them all, with dozens of 
other discomforts that afe ever un- 
and wu tedr I grant you 
that his life fows more ideally than 
yours and mine, But nevertheless he 
is a mere man, and therefore “born 
to trouble as the sparks fly upward.” 
You think, madam, that painting 
is play. It was, in, boarding -school, 
where you sat serenely and tickled a 
fece of paper with a camel’s-hair 
rush. But hog s-hair and gunny- 
sack are different. The real painter 
must dig for his living, using all there 
ie of Kim in brawn and . brain. 
strength and subtiety, and 
caution. He must forget het he 
knew of the gentile art of tickling. 
Every landscape painter must pre- 
to be a pack mule—setrong, stub- 
born, unbreakable as to arms, legs 
and back. Consider the things he 
must carry, under a broiling sun, 
three, six or even nine miles, up hill 
and down dale, through brier and 
over rattlesnakes and taran- 
tulas. A huge stretched canvas, a big 
easel, a bigger umbrella, a heavy box 
of paints, many brushes, a palette, a 
lunch box, a canteen, a bottle of ail,, 
a bottle of turpentine, a palette knife, 
int rags, etc, ete., etc. A freight 
dier would balk at such heavy 
miscellaneous cartage. The painter 
shoulders it without a mdarmur, and 
after three hours of tramping sits 
joyfwWily down, -unfuris white um- 
brelia and proceeds to paint a master- 
or something not quite so ‘good. 
tell you, our lan 
ie tired, sweaty, Gusty, dishev- 
eled, but he calmly proceeds to paint. 
Suddenly a sibilant hiss warns him 
that a rattler has taken exception to 
his method of plying the brush. The 
snake must be killed that the picture

. Then the buzzy mosquitoes as- 
sall him in swarms. They are not so 
easily annihilated as the rattler, and 
he must barricade himself against 
their vicious onslaughts by wrapping 
rage around his neck and face till 
only eyes, nose and mouth are ex- 
posed. This done, he again 
to paint. 


The wind becomes mischievous and 
frisky, snatching his canvas from its 
easel, hurling sand, dust and leaves 
on to the freshly painted surface, and 
turning his umbrella inside out. 

a shower of rain hurries his way, 
drenching him to the skin before he 
has time to collect his traps, and driv- 


the shelter of the nearest tree, where 
he fumes and frets and bites his nalis 
for the rest of the day. Or a bull may 
gallop up and smash his belongings 
to smithereens. Or people may saun- 
ter his way, innocent inquirers who 
are to find a fellow mortal 
so bereft of good sense as to want to 
spend a whole afternoon daubing 
greasy paints on a canvas.

Rather, I pity the man 
who never knew the vision of perfec- 
tion, You were quite right when you 
envied the artist—any artist—for his 
life, take it all in all, is indeed en- 
viable.

BIRTHS FALL OFF. 


A decided check in the growth of 
Germany’s Population, most alarming 
to the military apostles of the empire, 
is shown by the statistics for 1911 
which have just been published. 

The surplus of births over deaths 
fell from 879,000 in 1910 to 740,000 
in 1911, a shrinkage in the rate of 
growth of 139,000, or over 15 per cent, 
This marked retardation in the growth 
of the nation Was due both to a re- 
duction in’ the.number of births and 
an increase in the death rate. De- 


1,982,836 in 1910 to 1,927,039 tn 1911, 
while on the other hand, the number 
of deaths rose from 1,103,723 to 
1,187,094, an increase of more than 
83,000. This increase in mortality is 
attributed chiefly to the extraordinary 
heat and drougth which prevailed 
during the summer of 1911 and under 
which infants suffered with 
severity. 

Almost a third of the deaths, 359,- 
522, during the year were of children 
under one year old, some 48,000 
babies more than in 1910 succumbing 
to the heat. The death rate for chil- 
dren in their first year rose from 16.2 
in 1910 to 19.2 in 1911. The-general 
death rate, too, after a Steady de- 
cline for a number of years, rose to 
1000 as compared with 17.1 
n > 

Summing up the statistics tn an- 
other form the net surplus of births 
over deaths per thousand population 
was only 11.2 in 1911, as against 13.6 
in 1910 and 14.9 for 1906. These 
statistics bring out also the fact that 
almost 30 per cent. of the illegitimate 
children died before reaching their 
first birthday. 

NEW VIEW OF CANAL. 


A novel interpretation of. how the 
Monroe doctrine should be applied aft- 
er the completion of the Panama 
Canal has just been voiced by a Ger. 
man diplomat of authority and high 
position. In substance it is to give the 
United States full control as far south 
as the isthmian waterway, but to let 
the countries of Europe, including 
Germany, have a free field from Pan- 
ama to Tierra del . 

The high standing of this t 
may reasonably be expected Ynfin- 
ence the standpoint of Germany in 
any future controversy involving the 
famous doctrine of American foreign 
relations; consequently his views are 
not without a certain interest He 
would cut the American continent in 
two at the Panama Canal and a'tiow 
to the United States full and free 
hand as far south as that waterway, 
but exclude from the sphere of any 
Washington supervision or contro] the 
relations of Germany and the other 
European powers, with the States of 
South America. He believes Germany 
should refrain any interference 
whatsoever in Mexico, and that the 
same rule should apply to all the 
Central American States. This would 
involve a virtual extension of the 
southern boundary of the United 
States to the canal, @o far as the rela- 
tions of these States to the European 
powers is concerned, This, it will’ pe 
seen, is the Monroe doctrine for Cen- 
tral America in an even stronger 
form than fs at present enforced. 

But the European states must and 
should, this diplomat believes, be al- 
lowed to settle their controversies with 
the countries south of this line in 
their own Way and without reference 
to Washington. The role of the

Walks About Her English Estate Where Lie the 
Bodies of Her Husband aud Son—Great Contract-

ONDON, Sept. 21.—Empress Eu-

VAUDEVILLE DANCE STARTS 
FIERCE COLOR LINE FIGHT. 


ONDON, Sept. 20.—As expected, 
the visit of Jack Johnson, the 
colored pugilist, to England in 
company with his “white wife,” is 
raising a bitter aftermath. The ques- 
tion whether this man should be al- 
lowed to become a popular idol on his 
fight from a conviction in Chicago 
has rumbled slowly and painfully into 
public forgetfulness and oblivion: but 
the sting of the affront to morality 
has remained, and has produced a 
cruel harvest of doubt and suspicion 
of colored peoples. 

The latest to suffer fr.m this new- 
ly-sensitized conscience as to the 
rights of the white races is Maud 
Allan, the vaudeville dancer. Somehow 
tt leaked out that she meditated a 
protessional visit to India, and as her 
dances are always full of barbaric 
color, suggestion and movement, old 
Anglo-Indians turned in their sleep. 
They began to ask themselves wheth- 
er this cheapening of a white woman's 
charms should be permitted—whether 
her Garing performances in various 
Indian cities before crowds of whites 
and natives would not make the lot of 
the English woman in the great Em- 
pire of India more difficult and open 
to abuse. 

ANGLO-INDIANS PROTEST. 
Cabled protests appeared in vari- 
ous London newspapers, printed side 
by side with strong expressions of 
opinion from the Anglo-Indian press 
averse to Maud Allan’s appearance 
on the Indian stage. In fact, only 
one Bombay journalist took up 
cudgels on the dancer's behalf, and 
he said generously, but perhaps un- 
wisely, that “people in Bombay, where 
European dancers are frequently seen, 
have little sympathy with the anti-Al- 
lan agitation. His message goes on 
to eay that “considering the fact that 
the bunny-hug, turkey trot, and every 
kind of western ballet dancing are 
features of the Bombay theaters, 
astonishment is expressed at the pro- 
posal to veto Miss Maud Allan’s ap- 


pearance. 
In the theatrical profession, also, 
Maud Allan did not meet with gen-

erous support. On thé -contrary, 
Charles @d'Albert, famous dancing 
master, said the bunny-hug, the tango 
and the turkey trot had nothing to 
do with the question. The real point 
was that the exhibition might in some 
obscure method undermine the safe- 
guards which Englishmen in India 
had with painful anxiety and delibera- 
tion built around their women-folk. 

“I do not suggest,” he explained, 
“that Miss Allan is not an artist, but 
I do say that she is ntiot an artist in 
the sense that Adeline Genee is. There 
is poetry in Miss Allan’s ‘turn,’ and 
there is infinite charm, but dress her 
in a ballet skirt and her dances would 
mean nothing. A European audience 
ean regard Miss Allan's performance 
and see in it nothing but the poetry 
Miss Allan wishes to express, but no 
audience of colored men could view it 
from that standpoint. As an authority 
on dancing, I can say further that 
were she to wear 4 ballet skirt or the 
Craperies that are generally worn by 
the Russian.dancers, the charm of 
Miss Allan’ 8 ‘turn’ would entirely dis- 
appear.” 

ADVISED TO DROP TOUR. 

“No one is a greater admirer of 
Miss Maud Allan's art than I,” added 
Ben Nathan, the managing director of 
the London. Operahouse, “but I cer- 
tainly say that I think she would be 
well advised to drop the our. Al- 
though in our own eyes such a Sonfu- 
sion would be impossibie, inasmuch as 
we appreciate Miss Allan’s ‘motif and 
her art, in India the colored people 
would be lable to compare her with 
their nautch-girls, who are, as every- 
one knows, ‘beyond the pale.’ ” 

The agitation has not been a pleas- 
ant one for Maud Allan to confront, 
but it has certainly been a healthy 
one. And it has served to emphasize 
the dangers of the color line In a way 
that can only prove 
good in the near future. The Eng- 
lish people are notoriously careless 
and blind to this color peril, and it 
was time that they had a sharp 
awakening, even if, In the process, 
they had to say something that was 


harsh and peremptory to one of their 
most popular vaudeville dancers.

ITH profuse quotations, direct 
W ena indirect, from other  his- 
tories, Philip Wilson has pro- 
duced a volume dealing with the con- 
quest of Ireland during the reigns of 
Henry VIII and his successors up to 
the accession of Elizabeth. The author 
candidly admits, in his preface, his 
obligation to different standard his- 
torical writings for a considerable 
amount of the material upon which 
the book is not only based, but built. 
In the assumption of the truthful- 
ness of two propositions, first, that the 
present condition of Ireland is one of 
political disease; second, that the 
causeg of the condition are to be 
found in the past history of the coun- 
try, the author has presented to the 
reader two strong and convicing points 
that are essential to a correct under- 
standing of the story of modern Ire- 
land. <A starving population, an ab- 
sentee aristocracy, alien church, and 
in addition the weakest executive gov- 
ernment in the world—these are the 
vital creative elements of dissension 
and unrest in this long-suffering 
island, brought strongly to the front 
in the present volume.. In the early 
passages the author claims—and by 
strong and convicing argument main- 
tains—-thet the aim of the King and 
his advisers was not the restoration 
of order, but the perpetuation of 
anarchy, his own troops interfering 
with just sufficient energy and fre- 
quency to prevent the native chiefs 
from governing the country. A chief 
who was not at war with his neigh- 
bors was suspected, not always un- 
justly, of conspiring with them, and 
vast sums of money were expended 
annually by the government in sow- 
ing dissension among the native a 
ulation. The author substantiates this 
claim with numerous extracts from 
English history. 
In the account of the Geraldine Re. 
volt, Mr. Wilson shows how the au- 
thority of the crown was completely 
overshadowed by that of the house of 
Kildare, and how it was only by in- 
trusting the government to the head 
of that house that the King of Eng- 
land was able to preserve a show of 
sovereignty, and occasionally obtain 
@ scanty revenue. The further account 
of this revolt, and its consequent dis- 
astrous results to the Kildare family, 
is set forth in a stirring manner. 
In his introduction Mr. Wilson pre- 
sents 2 most forcible argument

tmaginations, is this revelation of the 
possibilities of the universe, this de- 
struction of our ignorant self-compla- 
cency, and this demonstration of how 
narrow is the path of our material 
existence, and what abysses may lle 
upon either side of it. Solemnity and 
humility are at the base of all our 
emotions today. May they be the 
foundations upon which a,more carn- 
est and reverent race may build a 
more worthy temple.”

UNIONS QUIT GOMPERS:. . 
BRICKLAYERS IN REVOLT.| 
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Masons and Plasterers’ Organization Decides by Large 
Majority Against Affiliation With American Federa- 
tion of Labor, Rank and File Being Opposed to En- 
tangling Alliance With A gitators Who Favor Strike. 


NDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 4.—[Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] The general mem- 

bership of the Bricklayers’, Masons 
and Plasterers’ International Union of 
America has voted against affiliation 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor. The reports of the referendum 
show that out of a total membership 
on the roll of 82,351, only 20,351 votes 
were cast, and only 7375 of these were 
in favor of the affiliation. The returns 
show, however, that 81 per cent. of 
the unions cast votes on the question, 
750 locals out of 946 submitting re- 
turns. Out of the total number of 
unions voting, 211 were for and 825 
against. 

Secretary Dobson said that in spite 

of the adverse decision of the general 
membership, the question will prol® 
ably be submitted to the union’s gen- 
eral convention, which will convene 
next January at Houston, Tex. The 
constitution of the International gives 
the convention executive power, and a 
vote to affiliate may be barred on the 
floor of the convention. 
He said it was evident in many 
Cases that the general membership 
considered the issue when voting from 
only a local standpoint. 

“If the relations of members with 
the local trades are friendly, their 
votes are favorable, if unfriendly, 
their votes are against the proposi- 
tion. In this way the national im- 
portance of the 
shadowed,” he said. 

ALWAYS HELD ALOOF. 

The Bricklayers’ Union has never 
been a part of the general labor or- 
ganization which has its head in the 
American Federation of Labor. When 
their international was organized if 
was the intention of the members and 
their desire to work alone in the la- 
bor movement.

The general 
membership seemed to be against the 
movement, however, partly becayse 
of ,the friendly strikes into which 
they might be drawn as a result of 
the affillation. 

THE ARBITRATION METHOD. 

With the advance in popularity of 
the arbitration method of settling 
disputes and the formation of agree- 
ments between unions and between 
unions and employers’ associations, 
Secretary Dobson said that the num- 
ber of the sympathetic strikes had 
been reduced. 

The executive beard of the Brick- 
layers’ Union has adopted a form of 
interhational trade agreement, gov- 
erning working condit®ns, whiah has 
been signed by many firms which 
do an interstate and international 
contracting business. In these agree- 
ments it is set out that a grievance 
arising on the work of any’ of the 
firms. which cannot be settled locally, 
no strike or stoppage of work shall 
be ordered, efither individually or col- 
lectively, while the issues of the .con- 
tention .are being presented to the In- 
ternational executive board for ad- 
justment.

AN HONORED PIONEER IS. 
GATHERED TO HIS FATHERS 


NAHEIM, Oct. 4.—Theodore 
Rimpau, a pioneer of this city, 
died yesterday. Notwithstanding 
the fact that he had reached the ripe 
old age of 87 years, many were sur- 
prised to learn of the sudden death of 
sych a familiar personage. He had 
been seen in his yard only the day be- 
fore his death and the evening be- 
fore he died he sat wp until 11 o’clock 
enjoying “high five,” a social game 
of cards at his home with his daugh- 
ters and friends. He celebrated his 
elghty-seventh birthday anniversary 


Sunday. During the night he was 
overcome th a serious spell of 
stomach allment that resulted in his 


death within a few hours. He, how- 
ever, remained conscious until the 
end, every member of the family be- 
ing at his bedside during the last 
hours. 

Few residing in the Southland had 
such a life history as did the late Mr. 
Rimpau for he was here on the spot 
and had the pleasure of “watching 
California grow” from sage brush and 
cactus to beautiful, rich orange groves 
and other progressing industries. 
Theodore Rimpau was born in 
Hamburg, Germany, in 1826 and 
came to this country in 1848 in the 
first stearmer that. sailed around the 
Horn, this trip requiring six months. 
Mie landed at what is now San Fran- 
cisco, but then was called Yerba 
Buena and consisted mostly of sand 
hills. Im 1849 he removed to Los 
Angeles where he carried on a large 
business and it was in that city that 
he was married to Miss Francisca 
Abila in the year of 1850. She died 
about ten years ago. 

An interesting feature connected 
with this marriage is that the cere- 
mony was performer by Father San- 
chez, one of the pioneer padres who 
trod the “King’s Highway,” or what is 
now known as the El Camino Real, 
from San Francisco to San Diego on 
foot. Mr. Rimpau was the first for- 
eigner, who married a California mai- 
den and celebrated a golden wedding. 
In 1860 he left Los Angeles and 
came down to the southern part of 


Orange county, then Los Angeles 
county, on the San Joaquin ranch. 
where he engaged in the stock bus- 
iness. In 1862 he came to Anaheim 
and entered into the wine industry. 
‘In addition to his extensive stock 
business on the San Joaquin ranch 
and the wine industry, he launched 
into the mercantile business in Ana- 
heim, conducting one of the leading 
stores here for twenty years. 

Mr. Rimp.u bore the distinction of 
being the first Mayor that Anaheim, 
the mother colony city had, and 
served on the City Council Board for 
two terms. In the old Central gram- 
mar school building, which stands 
here now and where his children al) 
were started on their educational ca- 
reer, he served-as one of the trustees 
for twenty-five years. He was the 
only remaining member of the Rim- 
pau family. His father was a noble- 
man in the old country, being a dis- 
tant relative of the royal family. The 
Rimpau ancestors existed 400 years 
ago. This is as far back as could 
be traced, as the churches were 
burned then, and on that account the 
search was ended... Mr. Rimpau owned 
three vessels plying between San 
Pedro and San Francisco, and these 
were all burned within a year. He 
Was one of those who came here 
for the purpose of finding gold. 

Sixteen sons’ and daughters were 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Rimpau, eight 
survive, four residing in Anaheim and 
four in Los Angeles. They are Adolph, 
Fred, Misses Marie Leah and Sophia 
Priscilla Rimpau of this city, and 
Frank Theodore, John Lewis, Benja- 
min Alfred and James Arthur Rim- 
pau of Los Angeles. 

The funeral is to occur at 10 
o'clock Monday morning, at which 
time high mass will be conducted, 
Father Dubbel of the local Catholic 
Church officiating, and three other 
priests assisting him. The pall-bear- 
ers are to be Wallace Theodore Rim- 
pau, Albert Robert Rimpau, Theo- 
dore Stephen Rimpau and Arthur 
Rimpau, all grandsons of the de- 
ceased, and E. L. Olmstead and C. A. 
Clark, the two latter being husbands 
of his grandchildren.

HAT kind of fighting men will 
an army of invaders meet when 
it enters Mexico? 

Fifty years ago a Philadelphian 
emigrated to the State of Nuevo Leon, 
just south of the Texas border. He 
married a Spanish woman, who gave 
him eleven sons. 

One of the sons, now a planter, 
@mploys forty-five native hands. He 
grows sugar cane and corn, crushing. 
the cane with American machinery, 
boiling the juice, pouring it into 
molds, and producing a cheap, unre- 
fined quality of sugar, which he sells 
to poor people. 

“I pay my men 50 cents a dayin sil- 
Ver, or some 23 cents a day in gold,” 
he told the American interviewer who 
talked with him. 

“My men,” he went on to say, 
“live in adobe huts, the roofs of 
ate made of palm leaves. They ca 
me ‘amos, which means love, trans- 
lated into English from Spanish. 
Bach of my men has a little piece of 
land so that he may have his own 
corn and vegetables. 

*During the plowing, planting and 
harvesting seasons the day of work 
begine at sunrise and ends at sun- 
down. At other times my superin- 
tendent gives every man his stint. 
That is the best way with Indians. 
When they come to the line which the 
superintendest has marked in the 
earth with his foot, they go home to 
their own gardens. 

“They wear cotton clothing and 
leather sandals. Women dress in calico. 
They put on shoes only when they 
go to church on Sunday. If @ farm 
laborer has $15 in silver he is rich.

year.

are trees,” he said, ‘bigger around 
than my body, and every little while 
it rains.’* 


The ‘planter, no doubt, would lead 
a company of his field hands against 
the invaders and his friend, the old- 
time gamester, might become the 
colonel of the regiment. Several 
armies of such fighters could be as- 
sembied in north and central Mexico 
—arimies of the plain people who ‘sleep 
and eat on the earthen floor of their 
hovels, who are born, who live and 
who die on the ground. — 

A brown flood of ignorant and des- 
titute men and women covers Mex- 


ico; covers its tablelands and low- 
lands; covers its cheerless and un- 
watered north and its green and 


jJungied south. 

It is this flood which keeps the 
country in motion. Broken into small 
bands, the common people of Mexico 
are now robbing planters, miners and 
one another. Under Diaz the common 
‘people—Indians and half-bloods— 
worked the fields and mines and bore 
all the burdens of Industry and agri- 
culture. They erected the buildings 
in towns and cities. Nothing was 
done without them; nothing now is 
done without them. They are the 
fighting men of the ranks. 

In Mexico City, everywhere, in- 
deed, Indians cut one’s hair, wait on 
one at the table, drive one’s car- 
riage, nurse one’s children, makeg one’s 
shoes, supply one with milk and gro-

But words and paint do not catch 
odors—do not lay hold of fleas and 
worse—do not sing the song-——do not 
picture the scene of squalor. A jow- 
ly door among the cacti with a bare- 
footed woman within the frame, may 
be a poem. Put a black pig at her 
side and you pipe no lay, but hasten 


on. 

North Mexico is unclean. Water 
is precious. The train to Mexico City 
will stop at a little mud village for 
fuel or orders. Then out of the huts 
come women with large clay pots to 
catch the water that drips from the 
engine’s pipes and the tank inside the 
tencer. They come running and 
laughing, each striving to be first. 

Filling their Jars, they bear them 
home on their heads. The American 

ngineer is a kindly man, and his 

ipes flow free and do not trickle. 
The water is' warm and yellow, but 
it is sweet. The little the women can 
get In the village is bitter and not 
healthful. Such are the mothers and 
wives of the fighting men who are to 
battle with the invaders. 

To the west the Indians are often 
miners. They dig copper, gold and 
silver. Now and then there is a frost 
in the high valleys. The Yaqui is 
a fierce man—for Mexico. He eats 
goat meat occasionally, and that puts 
an edge to Rls pugnacity. And he is 


the only Indian who will stay where 


S¢ he refuses to pay the debt in labor, 
the fs sent, to prison. 
“HOW THE PEON MAKES LOVE.

Whough to own a pig, which walks in 


and out of his house like any other 
member of the family. The food of 
this man is corn, principally, which 
ie-xround by hie wife and daughters, 
after being bolled and softened in 
Sime water. He may have goat meat 
ence a week. 

“My men and their women folk 
begin to dance every Saturday even- 

at seven o'clock. At noon on Sun- 
@ay I stop them #0 that they shall 
be ready for work Monday morning. 
My superintendent, armed with a 
sword and .44-caliber revolver, is pres- 
ent at the function to preserve order. 
I have good men and they are happy 
and don’t want to go away. 

“Rut the United States is a better 
country than Mexico. I have a friend 
who is worth $250,000. He is afraid 
of banks and lends at 3 per cent. 4 
month on mortgages. Once he went 
to St. Louis. When he came home 
he sald: ‘I shall gamble no more, 
fgome nights he lost as much as 
$2000) but shall save my money and 
gend my children to the United States 
to be educated. 

“ ‘Everything is big there,’ he said. 
‘The buildings are so big that you 
wouldn't believe me if I told you about 
them. ‘The horses are big, the beef- 
gteaks are big, the women are big, and 
gvem tee chickens are big.

ong the Aztecs. The calendar- 
stone, by which they told the hour 
of.the day, as well as the seasons, 
weighed fifty tons. With crude ma- 
chinery and their own strength they 
transported it over rivers and moun- 
tains to Mexico City. Spain gave them 
the donkey, and ever since, in hu- 
mility and utility, Indian and burro 
have worked together. 

A burro can easily carry 
pounds. Long caravans of burros, 
heads down and attended by swift- 
footed Indians, muffled to the ears 
in bright-colored serapes against the 
chill of the dawn; enter all large 
cities every morning. They bear 
poultry and vegetables in crates, green 
barley in sheaves, .straw in huge, hard 
bundles, firewood, eggs and milk. 

The barley is sold for horse fodder 
and is piled so high and wide that 
only the feet of the donkey can be 
seen. The Indians, slim, upright, short 
of stature, with straight legs and soft, 
tuneful voices, drive the donkeys by 
prodding them in the sides with blunt 
sticks and by hissing at them throvgn 
their teeth. 

By 7 o'clock the streets are filled 
with burros and Indians on the way 
to markets and’ stores, to houses with 
wood, eggs and milk, and to stabics 
with barley and straw. They make 
no noise, for the burros are unshod 
and the Indians are barefooted. One 
hears a quick, shrill “P-s-s-s-s,” and 
that Is all. 

The donkeys also bear flowers in 
immense baskets, roses of all colors, 
and purple pansies having stems 
foot and a half long. Indians at .the 
street corners make vDouquets of the 
flowers. Two dozen yellow roses and 
three dozen pansies, or pansies and 
pink roses, wound with much hidden 
twine, freshened with water, made 
green with lace-like vines, can 
had for 60 cents in silver if 
knows how to bargain. 

Thus the country is brought to the 
city. By noon the lightened doukeys 
go home. They will be seen among 
the cactuses, heads down, as ever, 
winding in and out, now. th grouj;s, 
again one before the other. 
DRAYS OF FLESH AND BLOOD. 

On the haunches of the larger 
ones ride little brown Indians, their 
zarapes folded and slung over their 
left shoulders, for the sun, a ball of 
binding gilt, hangs in the blue arch 
overhead, and the way is hot and 
a and paths are full of white 
ust. 

Within the city the Indians them- 
selves bear on their backs the bur- 
dens of industry and commerce. They 
are Mexico’s drays of human flesh 
and blood. A small account is to be 
settled. You go to your and 
clap your hands together. 

A cargadore answers you at once. 
He pays your bill and you give him a 
few pennies for his service. He will 
buy you a shirt if you will tell him 
where to go and give him the size, 
color and price. He will deliver a 
letter or a bouquet. 

If you have a trunk at the rail- 
Way station, the cargadore will carry 
it a mile without stopping and charge 
you 12 cents. When- you move your 
furniture out of one house to another 
you call him in and make terms. He 
employs a half dozen of his ac- 
quaintances, and they come with 
wooden frames that look like an wn- 
dertaker’s bier. Your grand piano 
will be borne away on their backs. 
Thev are passed as they totter down 
the street by automobiles, trolley 
cars and bicycles. . 

A half-naked Indian—and he is 
the real inhabitant of the country 
—his legs bare to the knees, his 
muscles like ropes, slowly trots dcross 
the plaza in Mexico City—the plaza 
where great battles have been fought 
and which is now the terminus of 
electric railroads. His fine but hope- 
less eyes are on the earth. 

- There are no sandals on his feet, 
and his jotnts are thick and hig naltis 
are broken and wrenched. In a box 
on his back are cans of Standard 
oll. Another Cortez came to con- 
quer, and the Aztec, as always, bears 
the burden of the shock. Such will 
be his fate when the invaders appear 


‘In ships or swarm on foot across the 


frontier. 

The hot-land Indian is wretchedly 
poor, but he has never been in slav- 
ery and is a free man now, provided 


he is not in debt. He has water 
and he uses it. In Tehauntepec, a 
city on the Paelfic “cean, Indian 


women, each -of whom has several 
hundred dollars in cold coins neck- 
laced above her bosom. cen be seen 
selling fruits and flowers at the ‘pub- 
lie market. These women go to 
dances at night barefooted, but they 
wear velvet bodices and layers of 
white petticoats stiff as plenty of 
starch can make them. 

The men wil! refure to carry a 
stranger's baggage for pay but they 
will live in huts which are, in a sense, 
without sides and are rocfed with 
leaves and palms. Morecver, they 
will go into debt, «nd debt to them 
means slavery. 

Once in debt, they are in ever-en- 
during bondage. Their debts are 
bought and sold. The Indians thus 
change masters becaice their debts 
represent their persors end their 
labor, and are tangible ard transfer- 
able property. Agents of plantation 
managers visit little villages on feast 
days, loan Indians money with which 
to purchase liquor, and take receipts 
for the funds thus advanced. 

At the end of the debavch the In- 
dians must either ro to the planta- 
tions or to jail, No doubt the in- 
vaders, when they come, will be met 
in battle array by a army of the 
meek and vegetable-eatinge Indians of 

fapas, Campeche an4 Yvecatan. 

There also is another food that 
covers Mexico. It lovks much Hke 
buttermilk. ts sold for ? cents a 
quart, and is cailed wpulave. The 
common peonle of the rerublic, the 
men who will fieh* Inveders, are 
Indians and half-bloo4is. It can be 
ealid that thev are iritoxicated a good 
part of the time. 

WHEN DIAZ SHOT DEMAGOGUES. 

Pulque, the moral scourge of the 
country, Is brewed from the juice of 
the maguey or American aloe. Mes- 
eal, colorless and with a bite like 
acid, is made of. its roots) Ag«uardli- 
ente, or “burning water.” ic distilled 
from sugar cane. No liquor is strong- 
er. Field hands are given burning 
water three times a day in drafts 
that would eat holes in granite and 
corrode steel and tron. 

The curse of these lies 
heavy on the land. Pulquc ts taken 
daily to Mexico City in spectal trai 
It is an important asticle of freight. 
Villagers and country peorle buy it 
from peddlers, who store it in pig- 
skins and transport it from hovel to 
hovel on donkeys’ backs. 

Mexican Planters, balf-bloods, 
quarter-bloods, and »ure white, cul- 
tivate maguey in alr.ost every part 
of the republic. They wear tall, 
pointed hats, short coits or jackets, 
and skin-tight pantaloons. Clay walls 
inclose their adobe mansicas, thelr 
brewertes, stables and the square 
huts of their Indian workmen, These 
men will be officers tn the armies 
which go forth to hurl back the in- 
vaders. 

AN ARGUMENT FOR LOW WAGES. 


One will be told, however, that all 
these poor creatures are merry and 
well contented; that they earn 35 
cents in gold a day, and that they 
would work for less if more were paid. 
Their wants, one is assured, are few 
—corn and beans daily, the back- 
bone and ghastly head of a goat twice 
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Mexican intoxicant, when they are 
thirsty. Higher wages, so the philoso- 
pher of the educated class runs, would 
mean an increase of drunkenness and 
idleness, and civilization condemns 
such th 

The voice of the res are 
gentle; so even are the voices of the 
newsboys and hucksters. Many of 
them wear loose cotton trousers, 
others wear tight trousers, which 
spring at the instep over the feet, and 
are hever clean. Rarely does one see 
a bowlegged Indian in Mexico. The 
men are siender and well-formed; 
the women are plump and shapeless. 

Women drink pulque and smoke 
cigarettes. If employed at a hotel, 
they are taken to the front door at 
night—there are no back doors in 
Mexico—and searched for spoons, 
small dishes, knives and forks, and 
other concealable and ble prop- 
erty. They stand in ®, look not 
abashed, and make no objection to 
the procedure. 

The interviewer who is writing this 
article left his baggage open in many 
hotels throughout the republic among 
maids and porters, but nothing was 
ever missed. Zac Taylor said 
Mexico was “a nationa of blanketed 
thieves,” but he was fighting them 
and they were not friends of his. 

As a mechanic, the Indian or the 
half-breed is imitative and slow. He 
does well, however, in stone, bricks, 
and mortar, because e has been 
working with such building materials 
for centuries. He lays 200 bricks a 
day. An American mason lays 2000. 
Contractors say that it is cheaper to 
dig cellars with Indians than to em- 
ploy mules and scrapers. An Indian, 
though small, can easily carry two 


a bushels and a half of wet sand out of 


a deep hole in the ground. 
BAREFOOTED WOMEN IN VBLVET

There is to be a concert hall and 
a banquet hall, the latter with ac- 
commodations for approximately 3000 
persons.

The principal figure in the group is to 
be Christopher Columbus. Hig statue 
is to show him in chains, the sad con- 
dition into which he fell after he 
returned to Spain subsequent to his 
discovery of the western world. On 
either side of him are to be Wash- 
ington and Simon Bolivar. The other 
statues in the group are to be such 
@s are selected by the various re- 
publics, each country being limited 
in its selection. At each of the four 
corners of the building a replica of 
the prow of one of the caravels that 
brought Columbus across the Atlantic 
is to jut 

The building has been designed 
Francis H. Kimball, one of the fle 
ing architects of America, and planner 
of many of the great structures of 
New York, including the giant City 
Investing and Empire bulldings. 

The site cf the latest of skyscrapers 
has not been determined. Options 
have been secured on three pieces of 
land, one near the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion, another near the Grand Centra}

MAY TAX CEMETERIES. 


Queens Property Owners Demand 

That Holders of Burial Pilots Be 

Compelied to Pay Assessments. 

{New York Sun:} Cemetery cor- 
porations in the borough of Queens 
will be compelled to pay their propor- 
tlonate share for improvements if a 
movement instituted by a number of 
civic associations whose owners have 
interests in the vicinity of cemeteries, 
is successful. It is estimated by engi- 
neers that $10,000,000 will be ex- 
pended in the districts in which there 
lands are located. The public im- 
provements which the cemeteries ¢1- 
joy consist of sewers, highways, 
street and sidewalk pavements and 
the laying out of new streets and the 
condemnation thereof. 

The legality of assessing cemetery 
land for taxes will probably be tested. 
In the borough of Queens about fifty 
acres within the boundaries of the 
Cypress Hills Cemetery have been 
placed upon the tax enrollment books. 
This is expected to precipitate a con- 
test by the cemetery directors and a 
test will be made. 

While the movement started is in 
no Way political, the leaders of it have, 
however, decided to secure the pledges 
of the respective candidates for 
members of Assembly in the county 
this year to stand for the taxing of 
cemetery property. They contemplate 
that they will be confronted by spir- 
ited opposition from the cemetery 
corporations.

BIG FIRE RATE. 


COST OF INSURANCE JUMPS AT 


NINTH FLOOR. 


[New York Sun:] Great fire haz- 
ard of high buildings annually costs 
the owners of such etructures in New 
York millions of dollars in the way 
of extra insurance premiums for ex- 
cessive height alone. The schedules 
of the New York Fire Insurance Ex- 
change, according to a study made 
by the Heights of Buildings Commis- 
sion, indicate that these extra pre- 
miums amount to many thousands of 
dollars in the case of certain build- 
ings. For the Woolworth building 
they total more than $10,000 a year. 
In the insurance of fireproof mer- 
cantile buildings the height element 
is ignored until the ninth story is 
reached. The extra charge for height 
on a nine-story building is one cent 
for @ hundred dollars. The charge in- 
creases very rapidly from that story 
upward. for a ten-story building it 
is 2 cents; for a fiftteen-story build- 
ing, 22 cents, and for a twenty-story 
cents. 
very heavy surtax is i d on 
the building in 


charges in the case of those build- 


ple stocks exempt the building from 


subject it to a half-rate surtax. In 
case of the lower buildings this surtax 
is many times larger than the height 
charge proper. in a nineteen-story 
building the two charges are about 
the same. This stock surtax on the 
building is 10 cents for a seven-story 
building, 19 cents for a _ ten-story 
building, 44 cents for a fifteen-story 
building and 69 cents for a twenty- 
story building. The onus for this tax 
no doubt operates in a very large 
degree to keep the stori of mer- 
chendise below the seventh story in 
the case of high buildings. 

Fireproof office buildings eight 
stories and under are free from any 
height charge. Above that height 
they are subject to one-fourth the 
height charges of fireproof mercan- 
tile bulldings. For a  nine-story 
bullding this charge is one-fourth of 
one cent and for a ten-story build- 
ing one-half of one cent. The charge 
leaps very rapidly above this point. 
For a fifteen-story building it is 5% 
cents; for a twenty-story building, 18 
cents; for a twenty-five-story build- 
ing, 30% cents, and for a thirty-story 
building, 43 cents. -A forty-story 
building would have a charge of 68 
cents and a fifty-story building $3 
cents. 

No deductions have been allowed itn 
the above computation for exclusive 
office occupancy or for co-insurance. 
These deductions are so considerable 
that the height charge is reduced con- 
siderably from that indicated in the 
above schedules. But even when these 
factors are taken into consideration

Regular New York Skyscraper.

| If all the reports be true, it would 
seem that the Englishman is on the 
point of forgetting all his vaunted 
standards of architecture and his oft- 
expressed prejudice against what he 
has always chosen to dub the “vul- 
garly commercial” skyscraper. In 
fact, it would appear that the Briton 
is about to adopt the one distinctly 
American note in architecture for h's 
own. Being English, he will not, of 
course, admit that he borrowed the 
idea from America or anywhere else 
e London Sphere is authority for 
e statement that a sky-plercing 
structure now being projected in the 
world’s largest city will be both orig- 
inal and different. 
The mest favored drawing sub- 
mitted in the arcihtectural competi- 
tion for the proposed new Dominion 
House in London, fs, according to the 
Sphere, a sketch for a lofty structure 
400 feet in height. The building is 
designed to house all the colonial of- 
fices, providing a section for each of 
Britain colonies. In describing the 
plans of A. Randall Wells, the archi- 
tect, the Sphere says:. 
“A. Randall Wells has devised 
a structure of which the dominant 
note is a great tower free from all 
meaningless ornament and bearing or 
its summit a wireless station, which 
it is thought most effectively symbol- 
izes the meaning and uses of the 
building.

That a deal for the taking over of 
the Turner and W. K. ofl companies’ 
holdings in Coalinga by the Shell- 
Reoyal-Dutch combine, which has 
been rumored for some time, has 
been practically closed, is the tenor 
of adivices from the north. 
amount stated to be represented in 
the transaction ts $5,000,000, a por- 
tion of which will be in stocks and 
bonds in the corporation formed by 
the Europeans to operate the prop- 
erties, amd the rest in cash. 
This will represent the second pur- 
chase of producing oll properties in 
the State by the big forelgn comDine 
and rival of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in world petroleum trade. The 
Shell-Royval-Dutch only recently closed 
a deal for the property of the Cali- 
fornia Ojlfields, LAd., properties In the 
Coalinga field, which was a $12,500,- 
000 transaction. 
Thus far, therefore, the total 
amount of money put into the pro- 
ducing end of the California oll busi- 
ness by the big European combine 
totals abotit $17,500,000. Besides, the 
combine has built distributing stations 
along the coast for gasoline which it 
brings from the Ortent,"and has ac- 
quired a refinery #ité near San Fran- 
cisco. 
Experts of the combine have been 
examining oil properties in all sec- 
tions of the State, and it is believed 
likely that a number of other pur- 
chases will grow aut of these investi- 
gations.

AUTO TAXES. 


Finley (O.) automobilists generally 
are protesting against the new auto- 
mobile law, which imposes a tax of 
from $6 to $18 for a car, according 
to the horsepower df the machine. 
The present tax is $8 for electric 
cars and $5 for gasoline cars. The 
tax was imposed under the guise of a 
Police, regulation, and so long as the 
income, amounting to about $600,000 
per year, was devoted:to the building 
of roads, the motorists made no ob- 
But under the new law the 
tax will be_twice as great and only 

one-third will be given to road .work, 
the remainder going to help pay the 
General expenses of the State. To re- 
sist the double taxation, the Lima 
AutomoDile Club has been 
with forty-three members.

SQUEAKY SPRINGS. 
Springs will produce most annoy- 
ing squeaks unless lubricated. Most 
cars are put out now with graphite 
applied between the leaves of the 
springs, and this will last for some 
time, but. eventually the leaves will 
become rusty on their inner surfaces. 
Then the friction when the leaves rub 
over one another is evidenced in 
squeaks. The obvious remedy is to 
jack up the body of the car so as 
to separate the leaves, and apply a 
littie flake graphite. The part the 
spring shackles play in the noise of 
a car is to be seen in the fact that 
many cars now fit these with ase 
cups, or a special shackle with the 
cup integral. These cups 
should be given a turn. or two occa- 
sionally, to keep the bearing surfaces 
lubricated.

ESCAPING OTL. 

The chances of oil escaping from 
the crankcase of a motor .by reason 
of a car standing on a gradient is 
impossible. Even on a 
30-degree slope the oil would still, 
in most motora, be some distance from 
the point at which it would leak to 
any extent, because the only means 
of escape it would have would be 
through the rear main bearing and 
that would be only a drip. In many 
engines the lower part of the crank- 
case is cut off from the upper part 
by a horizontal tray which forms a 
partition. The only holes through this 
partition are between the oil troughs 
which are carried tn the trail. The 
car would have to be tilted until the 
oll lever Tose above one of these holes.

WORLD-SERIES FLAG IS © 
WON TWENTY-ONE TIME 


N times have the pennant winners) 

of the country fought for the 
world’s championship on the dia- 
mond. 

The world’s series will pase its 
twenty-ninth birthday; however, with 
the forthcoming contest between. the 
Giants and Athletics. It first came 
into being in New York in 1884, when 
Providence, winner of the National 
League pennant, crossed bets with the 
victorious Metropolitans—New York's 
standard-bearers—of the -old Ameri- 
can Association. There were lapses 
in 1891 and 1893 and a big gap from 
1898 to-1902, inclusive, and stfll an- 
other lapse in 1904, when no games 


present, barring these. intermiasions, 
the post-season fight for the apex of 
the baseball world has been an estab- 
lished custom. — ‘ 

The flag has flown in ten: States 
during this short generation. Once 
it strayed west of the Mississippi Riv- 
er and breezed from a flagstaff in the 
St. Louis park of the American As- 
sociation. This was in 1886, twenty- 
seven years ago. It stayed there but 
one season, came back to Detroit, and 
never since has crossed the Father 
of Waters. 

A flag without a home, it has floated 
over eleven cities. Providence, 


more, Pittsburgh and Philadelphia— 
all have sent forth, from time.to time, 
clubs that have fought victorious bat- 
ties for the trophy. One hundred and 
thirty-four games have stamped these 
teams in various years premier base- 
ball players of the world in no un- 
certain brand.

Day labor generally proves far more expensive in 
the end, in fact to the layman it is a snare and a de- 
lusion and to be cautiously avoided. 

In any case, wateh your work and your workmen. 
If yeu have any objections to make, go to the fore- 
man in charge, and do not offer them to the men 
themselves. Try to look over the whole job after the 
workmen have left for the day and make notes of 
every point that you wish to take up. Give decisions 
in all small matters that are referred to you, check 
up the hardware and go over its placing with the 
foreman. When the electric fixtures are being in- 
stalled be sure that they are located exactly where 
you want them to be, and in putting in the radiators 
that they are not set so as to interfere with the plac- 
ing of large pieces of furniture. You will have to 
decide about installing shelves and elothes hooks and 
the hinging of doors. Watch the quality of your 
window glass, do not let them put in thresholds, ex- 
cept for exterior doors, and make them proteet your 
floors and woodwork. 

Allusion has been made in the text to the use of 
chestnut trim in the living rooms and eypress for 
other parts of the house. In the plans and speecifica- 
tions these woods are also mentioned as generally 
available and practical for the builder of ‘the moder- 
ate cost house. The wood market on the Paeifie coast 
differs distinetly from that of the Atlantie seaboard, 
and it should be left to the discretion of either the 
builder or the superintending architect to substitute 
a similarly prieed trim, probably redwood or Oregon 
pine. Flooring of Oregon pine kiln-dried and 
smoothed up complete ean be obtained as low as nine 
cents per square foot, a material saving on the East- 
ern allowance of sixteen cents per square foot on the 
parquet flooring specified. 

As the Ideal Home is not designed for any par- 
ticular climate, and as the local conditions existing 
in all parts of the eountry differ widely, there are 
certain substitutions that will readily suggest them- 
selves. We have mentioned innovations that at a 
small additional cost: would render the Ideal Home 
more elaborate, but it is hardly necessary to suggest 
the elimination of heating plant, cellar exeavation, 
and deep footings for conerete piers in localities free 
from frost. - 

You will need to be eternally vigilant and more- 
over absorbingly interested in every plase of the 
work to have the patience it demands. But, when 
all is said and done, there is nothing more utterly 
fascinating to the average man and woman than the 
building of a Home.

| THE WALLS 4"? FLOORS 


HERE is no great problem in connection with 

wall treatment. There are myriad good ways 

of obtaining fine results. Some of the papers 
nade now, are wonderfully beautiful, and cover a 
wide range of good taste. <A wall left rough by the 
plasterer, is no great cross to live with for a year or 
so, especially if the plaster be slightly grayed; in 
which case it is rather a pleasing background. Only 
to be abhorred is the smooth hard white finish in- 
tended for papering and never covered, 

The Ideal Home specifications call for a rough, 
slightly grey wall that will take a water color finish 
or an oil stain. We heartily recommend the trans- 
parent oil stain for walls of this sort as giving a 
softer, shaded effect, as contrasted with the opaque 
chalkiness of the other finish. The oil stain, too, can 
be obtained in greater variety of tones and values, 
while the shades of the water color wash are firmly 
set and very obviously pale, pink or pale green as. 
the case may be, 

You can mix your own stain, from oil paint well 
thinned with turpentine and apply it after the walls 
have had a thin wash of glue size. The glue, obtained 
from a local paint dealer in sheet form, is soaked 
over night, then dissolved with boiling water and 
cooked slightly. It is appled in a thin coat and left 
to dry several hours, after which the stain is applied 
freely. Rich effects can be obtained by a little prae- 
tice in mixing or you can buy your color all mixed 
ready for application. One paint manufacturer makes 
a specialty of the. material for this wall treatment. 

We have used this transparent stain on the walls 
and ceilings of all the (Continued on Page 12) 
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Decorations for Walls 
and Ceilings 


The use of Alabastine tints for ceilings and 
walls is becoming more popular.

But it can be washed oft readily if it is desired 
to change the tinting on the walls or ceilings. 

Alabastine is made from alabaster, and it 
has been manufactured for more than twenty- 
five years. It has stood the test of all sorts of 
climatic conditions, heat and cold, moisture 
and dryness. 

As a rule new walls should be treated with 
a coat of size, or otherwise prepared for the 
receiving of the tinish. 

In a new building there is almost certain 
to be a settling of the walls, which causes 
cracks more or less conspicuous, and if is a 
good plan to place on the new walls a coat- 
ing that can be easily removed, 

Alabastine, being a water color, can be 
easily removed when it 1s desirable to take 
the color all off down to the wall itself. 

As Alabastine is not expensive It is recom- 
mended for use on walls and ceilings of new 
buildings. Any competent painter can use 
Alabastine effectively. It comes in dry pow- 
der ready to mix with cold water, according 
to directions which are on each package, and 
applied with an ordinary wall brush. 

Flat paints on walls are all right, if the walls 
are in perfect condition, but should it scale 
in places toget the paint off of the wall it be- 
comes necessary to burn the paint off, which 
is a very expensive operation. The cost of 
flat paints is considerable and when washed 
the results obtained are not satisfactory for 
living rooms. There are many places, how- 
ever, where a washable paint ts desirable, 
such, for instance, as bath rooms, kitchens, 
below the plate rail of dining rooms, along 
the stairways, or in other places where the 
walls are likely to be soiled by placing the 
hands against them, or brushing them with 
damp clothing. In such places a flat wall 
paint, such as Alabaseo, which is made by 
the Alabastine Co., can be used in connec- 
tion with Alabastine, using Alabastine for the 
upper walls and ceilings, and the color scheme 
maintained just the same as though the work 
was all done with Alabastine.

~ INFORMALITY ~ 
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D? you want your Home to express 

your individuality or don’t you 
really care a rap about its individu- 
ality or expression one way or the 
other? There is the woman who said, 
“Il want my house to express me!” 
and the woman who answered, “I 
don't care what my house expresses 
so long as it pleases.” Both view- 
points are worthy, and both are nat- 
ural.

TMT good-time car of yours will 
need a housing. You have learned 
ere now that you can avoid consid- 
erable expense by keeping it at home.

dark cedar. The olive and Japanese 
maple have their place, and in the 
early spring the flowering dogwood 
makes a fair white showing against 
the green. To the left, the poplars 
over the berry hedge and the trim 
rows of the vegetable planting, like 
the pattern of a rare rug, are spread 
before you. You can glimpse past the 
clump of shrubbery, the two twisted 
apple trees, the lawns, and the green 
arbor of the pergola leading up to 
the little house; on the right the 
long line of the annual flower beds, 
the evergreens, the shady court of 
the big tree and the masses of hardy 
flowers against the terrace back- 
ground. Golden glow fills in the cor- 
ner with a mass of yellow, that 
catches the sunshine beyond the 
shade.

DEAL paint is not always easy to 
I procure, nor is its choice and ap- 
plication always as simple a matter 
as it seems. We have faced this prob- 
lem of painting from many view- 
points and feel competent to give 
you the benefit of our experiences. 
It has not been very many years 
since we were tempted to leave this 
matter in the hands of a very talka- 
tive and convincing painter who had 
such vast-experience to set against 
our own ignorance, as to quite over- 
whelm us. “Leave it to me,” he would 
urge almost violently; and we fled 
from his presence quite subdued. 
Leave it to him, we did, and a per- 
fectly harmless house emerged from 
his hands—of an extremely vivid 
lemon color; his enthusiastic inter- 
pretation of the colonial yellow we 
had mildly suggested. At a later 
period in our lives, a house under 
our hands needed a fresh coating, 
and we decided immediately upon 
white with green blinds; an appar- 
ently safe venture. The painter, this 
time, quite another man by the way, 
and one less honest as well as less 
voluble, mixed his white lead and 
zine, we suspect, with considerable 
dosings from the kerosene oil can in- 
stead of the pure linseed oil that 
should have been used. We were on 
the spot this: time, and though we 
were assured the paint would dry 
white, pure white, it never seemed 
to acquire the brilliancy and gloss 
we had hoped for. The blinds, too, 
faded to a thin watery dull green, and 
again we gained a costly experience. 
Our next venture was concerned 
with a room that we decided to have 


tinted, and although we were shown 


samples galore, the weird robin's egg 
blue that resulted was a depressing 
sight. In between whiles, occasion- 


ally, we had quite encouraging re- 


sults, particularly in wall papering, 


and one job of outside staining tnat ~ 


we recall with satisfaction. Finally 
fate decreed that we take a hand in 
the game ourselves; and now we look 
back with pride upon a home that 
stands a monument to our handi- 
work, as far as painting goes. It is 
not a course we would recommend 
cheerfully to the average home 
builder, for the mere sight of a can 


‘of paint brings on a sickening sensa- 


tion that is not unmixed with the 
thought of the four coats of white 
paint every inch of the bed room 
trim required, and the nail heads 
still unputtied in the brown stained 
chestnut trim of the living rooms. It 
was a long job and a tiring job, but 
we finished it and gained in so doing 
a vast deal of valuable information 
to which we have since then judi- 
ciously added. We know now that the 
paint should be the best obtainable, 
that the oils should be of only the 
finest quality, that shellac should be 
prepared in bulk and not bought in
